I. Licences issued for newsprint will also be valid for in^ortof waterlined news¬ 
print provided it contains mechanical wood-pulp amounting to not less than 70% 
of the fibre content and its weight is not less than 5i-52±4% grammes per square 
metre.

(e) (i) Neu> Daily Neaspapers : New daily newspapers will be allowted an initial 
qo^ to develop and build-up an average circulation upto the maximum limit of 
r,ooo copies of 8 pages of standard size (393-75 sq. in.) pubfishing day during 
the first three moruhs after commencement of publicatioa, Dtjiiag tht^ three 
months, inyxiited newsprint wifi be authorised from S.T.C. stocks only. 


(*X»Q : After three months of publicatioa, the new dailies will be required to produce 
evidence (Chartered Accountant’s Certificates in proforma given in Annexme El 
to this Public Notice) to show the average circulation achieved and the average page 
area and number of pages printed during the first three months. If they attain the 
targetted avera^ efreuiation, on the number of pages and size allowed, they will 
receive newsprint quota for the rest of the licensing period for the number of copies, 
size and average number of pages initiall y allowed. If they attain a circnlation of 
10,000 copies during first three months, they would, on applkatimt, be granted 
additional quota of newsprint on 15,000 copies for the rest of the licensing period. 
If, however, they do not achieve the targetted average circulation and p rint the 
average number of pages in the size aliowed during the t hr ee months trial period 
they be allowed newsprint quefia on their perfijimanoe erf 3 months for the aver¬ 
age dicuiation actually achieved and the average number of pages and page-area 
«rfually printed.

XL No additional newsprint will be mads availabie for newspapm to be sponsored by 
Qinimon Ownership Units. 'ITie Common Ownership Units are, however, free to 
bring out newspapcR/periodicals from tfaedr antborised quota of the Unit « a whole. 
C ommon Ownei^p Unit means a newspaper establishment or concern ovming two 
or more news-interest newspapers, inchsling at least one daily, irrespedivc erf the 
oentre(s) of pufaJicaticai and iangnage(») orf saefa newspapers, as defined in tlie Annual 
Report Part I of the Registrar of Newspapers for India. 

The newspapers/periodicals bel onging jn the Common Ownership Units, who are not 
getting any newsprint, but who consume new^rint from the common newsprint 
pool, in terms of para XII of Public Notice No. 30-rTC(PN)/67, daixd 6-4-1967 
shall fiimish Chartered Accountant's Cemficate for such pnblicatioDs also fcff the 
period 1967-68 as per Annetcure-II. The Common Ownership Units shall also 
furnish a statement showing the new^rint consnmed durng thu period for the 
publications authorised to use newsprint and other pnblications, separately, as per 
Annexure-VI to this public notice. 

New pitblications of Common Ownership Units most obtain clearance for nse erf news¬ 
print from Common newsprint pool as required under the Newsprint Control Oida 
and the Registrar may issue clearance on such terms and ooadhions as be may con¬ 
sider fit and proper.

XVrn. (a) Licences for art paper for cover pages/and/or inside pages will be issued 
only to those periodicals which ha d been getting licences for art paper for cover pages 
and/or inside pages in 1967-68. 

(6) No art paper shall be licenced for cover pages of periodicals (printed in newsprint) 
whose average pages per publishing day are less than 50. Such periodicals will, 
on application, be allowed to import glazed ne ws p ri nt upto 100 gr amm es per square 
mtire. In other cases, art paper wiU be licensed for cover pages, but gramm^ 
per square metre will not exceed 100 for periodicals (printed on newspiint) having 
upto too per publishing day and 135 grams, in cases where the number trf 
pages exts^ds 100, A higher grammage may be allowed, on the merits of each ease, 
for oorer pages of periodicals printed entirely on art paper. The opinion of Regis¬ 
trar of Newspapers in this behalf shall be final 

(e) Art paper not exceeding 100 grammes per square metre will be aUcFwed for inside 
pages. 


(d) Entitlemait for art paper for cover pages and/or inside pagM will be worked om 
on the basis of the numl^ of cover and/or inside pages published on art paper in 
1957 and average circulation during 1961-62. If, however, the rertified consum¬ 
ption in 1967-68 (Chartered Accountant’s Certifleate in the form given in Aimexure 
ni to this P’ublic Notice to be furnished) or the entitfcmem calculated on the basis 
of average number of cava and/or inside pages on art paper published in 1967-68 
and average certified tarcolation dnrhi^that year (Chartered Acountant’s Certi¬ 
ficate in the farm given in Anoexure II to this Public Notice to be furnished) is less, 
tiK g nnnti ty allowed shall be based on_sudi(ccmsnmption/entitlement. 
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(e) Nonnally, 50% of the entitlement will be authorised from indigeimus art paper and 
the balance 50% will be liceised in imported art paper after imposing a cut of 10%. 

XIX. Licences for art paper will be issiKd on annual basisj snb)ect to the conditions 
prescribed for annual licences in the Rrf Book for the yw .^^ri 1 1968- March 1969. 
Licences ft»r glazed and standard newslwinlwiD also be issued on annual basis. These 
licences will, however, be subject to the condition that they can be utilised upto 
50% and 75% of the quantity and value covered by them upto the 30th September 
and 15th November, 1968, respectively. It will not be necessary for the 
actual users to return licences for glazed and standard newsprint for endorsement in 
respect of urttisation of the balance 50% or 25%, as the case may be. Idcences issued 
for standard and glared newsprint for an annum entitfcinent i^to Rs. 20,000/-, in terms 
of value, can be utihsed in cme lot at any time within their validity and will not be 
subjected to the condition regarding utilisation of 50% only upto the 30th September, 
1968 or 75% upto the 15th November, 1968.
